who had the mount on .Tix* Levy, was the first to 
go down and was instantly killed. C. Ross, rider 
of laiuis II.. rei-elved injuries that may prove fatal, 
and (t. Biinw, piloting Sonoma Belle, was severely 
shaken np. mie accident occnrre<l opposite the 
pnddiM’k gate. Xearing the first turn. Joe Levy 
leading tlie other two, stumbled and In an effort 
to kiH'p his teet staggered over In front of Sonoma 
Belle and both went down. laiuls H. could not lie 
stopped ill time and ran right on top of the other 
two. .\pparently none of the horses austaineil any 
damage. 'Hie start in this race was a pro<-esslon. 
The liirn had not Ihmmi reached wlieii the first horse 
fell. I'll!' last four were running through the 
stretch in Indian tile. There was no crowding and 
no one was to blame. 

Bertrand Freishon was a native of New Orleans. 
He was apprenticed to Roger Minton, trainer of 
the Ila.vmnn stable and was regarded as one of the 
pTOmtsing .of - -lieginners. C. Ross Is the 
fhlo|de1i son of C. Ross. He is a natl.ve of 
Frani-e and the name of his parents, now dead, was 
Basipiel. He tiegan riding under the name of his 
father at -\scot Park last winter, hut after he had 
been legally adopteil by C. A. Ross he took the 
name of his foster father. Ross was taken to the 
Coney Island hospital where his Injuries was diag- 
nosed as concussion of the brain, with a bare 
chance of rec-overy. Freishon is the first jockey to 
lie killed in racing this year.

Toronto, Ont., September 21. — .\t Woodbine 
track toady Joseph E. Seagram's Purslane, which 
was a starter in this year’s Futurity, easily cap- 
tured the five and a half furlong sprint, second on 
the card, and incidentally lowered the track record 
for that distam-e. Ed. Gardner’s Charlie Eastman 
held the record of 1 :06? and today Purslane, master- 
fully ridden by Koerner, ran the distani-e In l:0Ci. 
Charlie Gilliert was the victor’s imly serious op- 
ponent, but he never had a look-in with the Sea- 
gram colt. 

Wholesale scratches reduced the fields, hut aside 
from the second and sixth races, the latter easily 
taken by Meddling Daisy, the finishes were close 
and interesting siiort was witnessed. The third race, 
at a mile and an eighth, aroused the most Interest 
among the spectators. Chancellor Walworth, quoted 
at 60 to 1, received a superb ride from Swain and 
got up In time to beat Cambridge by a short head. 
The latter was heavily liucked and Juat nosed out 
Reservation, the favorite fiif second money. Follow- 
ers of form, however, h:i(l*“IIUHIlffr'’bad' ilaV," oiify' 
two favorites winning. The other victors received 
but scant support. Jockeys Koerner and J. Kelly 
each rode two winners.

A. R. Ixiuden, secretary of the Hamil- 
ton Jockey Club, was also here. Mr. Louden stated 
that everything is in readiness for the Hamilton 
meeting, which will open Tuesday next. 

THIS YEAR’S HIGH-PRICED YOUNGSTERS. 

[ Seventeen thoroughbred yearlings were sold by 
auction this year for $5,000 or more each, the high- 
est price lielng $15,000. This was for the Water- 
iTet-s— Rosette colt which was in the California 
consignment of J. B. Haggin, sold in Jiuie, and out 
of which six oihers were kmx-ked down for $5,000 
or more. Breeders and horsemen, however, have 
generally tieen disinclined to accept as a standard 
of values the prices obtained at the Haggin auc- 
tions. Tliey have set up the claim that many of 
this veteran breeder’s horses have passeil through 
the ring and into the hands of his agents at ex- 
cessive values with the result that the general 
average has aptieareil larger than the actual cash 
transactions would show. This may or may not 
lie true. At any rate the yearlings are produceil 

by Mr. Haggin and he probably feels that if there 

is satisfaction in disposing of his stock under 
arrangements entailing contingencies he is entitled 
to it, or that if there is harm to come out of It 

he would lie most affected. Support to the argu- 

ments of those who dlsapiirove of the Haggin meth- 
ods is found in the fact that at the sale of the Ben- 
nington horses on Saturday last the Watercress — 
Teatro colt, which in June, had lieen knocked down 
to New ton Bennington on a bid of $14,000 was sold 
back to Mr. Haggin fw $6,600 and tlie Watercress — 
Colonial colt, which the Ixing Island real estate 
dealer had taken on a hid of $5,000, was declareil 
sold to John Mackey for $1,000.

Mr. Tliomns H. Williams, president of the CUill- 
fornla Jockey Club, is in Chicago for a brief stay 
prior to going on to New York, where he will con- 
fer with owners in regard to the winter racing to 
be conducted at Oakland beginning the 17th of 
next November. 

“I firmly believe we shall have the best meeting 
in all respects ever held on the coast,” said he 
yesterday. “The people of San Francisco have re- 
covered from the dismay caused by the earthquake 
and destruction of the main portion of onr city and 
are full of hope and confidence in the future. In 
the course of the long work of rebuilding, a large 
proportion of our people find themselves provided 
with abundant leisure and are eager to be furnished 
with amusements with which to iiass away the 
time. It may seem surprising, but I am ixmlldent 
more people will attend the Oakland raci>s than have 
done so heretofore. 

“When it was known that the California Jockey 
Club Intended to give its usual season of racing, 
there was an Impression that purses and stakes 
would be reilnced. Quite to the contrary, we wUl 
in no respect curtail our offerings to horsemen. Our 
stakes are identical with those of last season and 
the large number of overnight $1,000 or over handi- 
caps that proved so attractive and successful last 
winter, will be continued liberally, dependant, as a 
matter of course, on our having enough good horses 
on hand to fill them well and provide good enter- 
tainment for a sport-loving people. Horsemen will 
find onr tracks and equipments in first-class con- 
dition In every respect and accommodations will 
be ample for themselves and their horses. Just 
at present hotel facilities In San Francisco are 
necessarily limited, but constnictlon Is being hurrleil 
rapidly and there will be little to complain of In 
that respei t by the time racing begins. We already 
have a big contingent of horses ready that have 
raced at .Seattle and other coast tracks during the 
summer and I hope to be able to attract horses of 
good class from New York and the central west. 

I have a stable of fourteen youngsters myself, seven 
of which are now two-year-olds. Tliere may be one 
or two goml ones among them.” 

Nineteen stakes have been scheduled for the meet- 
ing. They carry a total of $48,500 in added money. 
Fifteen of the stakes will close October 29. The 
other four, for horses now yearlings, to be raced as 
two-year-olds In 1907, will close December 3. Here
